The Political Situation 
Mails by Air : 


(FROM OUR 


BELFAST, Thursday. 
8 Ber political atmosphere in the North 
seems to be serene at the present 
moment, most of those in high places not 
Ny having returned fi their holidays. 
t might well be “the - before the 
storm.” The portents show that there are 
strenuous times ahead, and there will be 
some lively debates when the House of 
Commons meets early next month. | After 
such a prolonged recess the members 
should assemble refreshed for the autumn 
session, and they will have plenty to 
occupy their attention. There are many 
important questions to be considered, in 
addition to the Government’s scheme for 
single constituencies, and the proposals for 
the carving out of electoral areas, regard- 
ing which the Nationalists have already 

given.evidence of determined opposition. 
In this connection it is alleged that the 
Government is endeavouring to gerry- 
mander the Nationalists out of their just 
representation, but that is probably merely 
a purty cry, as it would be difficult for 
even the most astute Unionist leaders to 
do anything to bamboozle their opponents, 
with the watchful eye of Mr. Joseph 
Deylin upon them, even.if they wanted to 
do so. It will be recalled that a few years 
ago the Nationalists refused to recognise the 
Northern Parliament. They took no part 
in its deliberations, standing sulkily 
apart, and things may have happened then 
which were not altogether favourable to 

them, but that time has passed for ever. 


INTERESTING SITUATIONS. 


The position of the Nationalists has been 
strengthened by the formation of their 
National Association, and it is anticipated 
that they wil] be more aggressive in their 
policy than they have been hitherto; 
while, on the other hand, the official 
Unionist Party has been weakened by in- 
ternal dissensions. For it the present out- 
look is not too rosy; but Lord Craigavon 
has “a wonderful way with him,” 
may be relied upon to overcome all 
obstacles placed in his path. The 
Temperance Party is dangerous to his 
régime, according to the declared inten- 
tions of the extremists and “ whole- 
hoggers, ' but there are signs that men of 
moderate opinion in the Churches will 
oppose fanatical proposals of reform. 
Very little has been heard recently of the 
Ulster Liberal Association or its doings. 
It has, however, been extending the 
borders of its influence, new branches hav- 
ing been formed from time to time 
throughout the province. Although work- 
ing mostly in silence, it may be not the 
less effective for that, but outside the 
inner circle its programme is unknown, 
although its ambitions are understood. 

The Independents and Labourists are 
hopeful of improving their position when 
the great tria] of strength takes place at 
the general election within the next year 
or so, owing to divisions in the official 
ranks; and it would, therefore, appear 
that eventful times are in store. Neverthe- 
less. it is almost certain that the man of 
granite, as Lord Craigavon has been aptly 
described, will weather all storms and 
bring his ship of State safely into port 
once more, 


*‘ ALL-RED ROUTE ” FOR MAILS. 


The experimental air service between 
Belfast and Liverpool next week will be 
welcomed by those interested in aviation 
on both sides of the Channel. A flying 
boat will be used, and, as it is proposed “o 
carry mails as well as passengers, it will 
be possible for anyone to send a letter 
from the Merseyside in the morning and 
receive a reply the same evening. The 
advantages of such a system, if made 
permanent and further developed, are 
obvious. The journey between the two 
cities will occupy less than two hours, 
and, of course, London would be much 
nearer than it is at present in point of 
time. In fact, some people are already 
hopeful that this venture will in the 
course of time, solve the problem of the 
“ All-Red Route ” for mails to England, 
cherished by certain politicians. The 
cost of passenger fares appears to be 
quite reasonable for a beginning, and it is 
expected that all the accommodation will 
be taken up, while the Post Office has 
arranged to send all kinds of inland 
correspondence with the exception of 
parcels. ‘The flying boat will land on the 
water at Musgrave Channel and taxi up 
to the quay, the necessary arrangements 


for mooring and so forth having been 
made by the Harbour Commissioners. 


Should the experiment be successful and 
the air line become established, the Com- 
missioners have prepared plans for the 
formation of a lake on the sloblands at 
Tillysburn for seaplanes, which would be 
an ideal base for these craft. 

The subject was discussed at the meet- 
ing of the Board on Tuesday, and the 
members are keen on Belfast's attaining to 
the dignity of an air port. With regard 


to the suggested air service between 
Glasgow and the Lagan, the Board's 


engineer reported that a site suitable for 
aeroplanes to land and take off could be 
provided on certain reclaimed land, but it 
is understood that the Commissioners 
would not be disposed to grant a lease of 
ground or give control of it to any one 
particular firm. If they construct an 
nerodrome, it will have to be worked on 
the basis of ‘‘ common user,’’ in the same 
way as a dock is used by ships. The pro- 
jects, however, seem to be developing 
favourably. 


BELFAST AS A “‘ VILLAGE.” 


The Corporation is the chief topic of 
conversation in Belfast at present, and 
everyone is wondering if it will be able 
to emergé from the mire in which it has 
been floundering for so long. It appears 
that the system of patronage has been the 
principal cause of its undoing, fostering, 
as it did, imefficiency, unrest and waste. 
This evil is certain to be abolished, and 
with its going a better state of things will 
come into being. There is a growing 
volume of opinion that, although Mr. 
Collins was correct in most of his findings 
and recommendations, he indulged nis 
fancy too much in referring to Belfast as 
a city governed more like a village than 
anything else. Figures have since been 
published which show that its rates are 
much lower per head of the population 
than those of any other city similar 
in size in the United Kingdom. In 
other directions, such as the beautify- 
ing of the city by its public parks, the 
provision of playgrounds for children, 
together with street widening, effacement 
of slums, cheap electricity and gas, as 
well as organising relief schemes — of 
utility for the workless, the Corporation 
has no need to be ashamed. . 

Of recent years, however, the elections 
for the Council have been dominated by 
a number of petty cliques and ‘ bosses ” 
of the traditional village type, and in that 
respect Mr. Collins's strictures have been 
deserved. The electorate have begun to 
realise this undesirable state of affairs, 
and are now taking a deeper interest 
in their civic representation. The 
Chambers of Commerce and Trade and 
other public organisations have decided to 
raise t' ) status of those who represent 
them, and when that is done the old 
order of things, when Belfast was in the 
forefront of progress, will be restored.

Within the past few years an entirely new 
kind of net has been introduced, described 
as Danish seining, or, to use the native 
word, ‘‘ snurrevaad.”’ It is stated that 


and 


this method is infinitely more effective 
than ordinary trawling, and that it 
sweeps the sea bed absolutely clean of 
fish. A trawler casts its nets and steams 
slowly ahead, but in seining the vessel 
is at rest, and the huge net is spread in 
a circle, with ropes on the bottom twirl- 
ing and curling inwards and flopping 
about, and gently guiding the fish—mostly 
plaice, with a few skate—into the centre. 
The net is then hauled in with a winch, 
and it gathers in all the fish, large and 
small, within its area. Compared with the 
regulations which control trawling, the 
Danish seining is probaby suspect in its 
operations ; but, strangely enough, there 
are at present no by-laws governing its 
use, and, as the Inspector pointed out, 
these fishermen are free to fish wherever 
they like outside of prohibited waters. 
The local boatmen have complained, 
pointing out that the Belfast Lough 
fishery for plaice is being destroyed, the 
seining method ‘cleaning up the 
bottom,’’ as one witness commented 
bitterly, “ much in the same way as a 


man sweeping his footpath.’ It trans- 
pired during the hearing that the 
Northern Government has no patrol 


guarding the waters under its jurisdic- 
tion, including many bays from Lough 
Foyle to Carlingford Lough; but Mr. 
' Steven, who conducted the inquiry for the 
Ministry of Commerce, pointed out that 
the services of the Admiralty gunboat 
could be obtained if necessary. 

Our little local navy might find useful 
work and gain experience in providing 
a patrol boat for the purpose. Suh a 
proposal would probably find favour with 
the officers and men of the training ship 
lying in the harbour. One thing is 
cértain, and that is that the new method 
of fishing has come to stay, even although 
the area of its operations may be re- 
stricted. By its means, as one witvess 
pointed out, forty boxes of fish may be 
caught where the ordinary trawler might 
only get one. There is profit in “ snurre- 
vaad,” even although it has a foreign 
flavour. 


THE FARMERS’ PLIGHT. 


The position of the farmers in Northern 
Ireland is still exceedingly difficult, not- 
withstanding the efforts of the Ministry 
of Agriculture, and they are insistently 
crying out for relief. From time to time 
meetings have been held at which the 
attention of the Government has been 
called to the distress prevailing through- 
out the whole countryside, but it does not 
appear to be in a position to do much in 
the way of improvement. Even in the 
purchase of their holdings the Ulster 
farmers did not receive such favourable 
terms as their neighbours across the 
border, while the transfer of the land has 
been unduly delayed, causing much dis- 
satisfaction. 

It must be udmitted, however, that the 
Ministry has done a great deal to raise 
the standard of dairy produce, while there 
has been a gradual improvement in the 
quality of cattle and in the culture of 
the soil; but, with high costs of produc- 
tion and low prices obtained for what he 
has to sell, the farmer’s plight yet gives 
cause for anxiety. Agriculturists in Tyrone 
have felt the pressure, and are endeavour- 
ing to impress upon the authorities the 
gravity of the problem which confronts 
virtually every farmer in the land—how 
to tide over the evil days until the coming 
of more prosperous times. They are a 
hardy race of men, with minds bent on 
industry, and they do not complain with- 
out cause, 


CONCESSIONS DEMANDED. 


The subject. came before a meeting of 
the County Council this week, and 
resolution was passed calling upon the 
Imperial and Northern Governments to 
extend the time for the payment of the 
Land Commission annuities to such an 
extent that the farmers will get immediate 
relief of forty per cent, of their present 
rents. In moving the resolution, Mr. 
James Higgins said that his reason for 
doing so was the unsatisfactory and un- 
profitable slate of agriculture, and such 
a concession would be of great assistance 
to the farming community. It was 
significant that the motion was supported 
by both Unionistand Nationalist members 
of Parliament, and Mr. Rowley Elliott, 
M.P., offered to accompany his Nationalist 
colleagues on a deputation if they so 
desired. 

It must not be forgotten, however, chat 
the Northern Government has no power 
to modiiy the existing rents. It can only 
suggest some such arrangement to the 
British authorities, and past transactions 
do not give hope for favourable considera- 
tion. In fact, there are many farmers 
who: have nvt hesitated to express their 
belief that England has, to her own advan- 
tage, victimised Ulster ; but probably that 
is an exaggeration. Indifference to Irish 
affairs is more likely to be the cause of 
neglect. They have their own difficulties 
to conte! with across the Channel, , nd, 
after all. the Six Counties of North-East 
Irelan.! do not loom very largely in the 
eyes of the average British politician. 
Nevertheless, one must hope that some 
vood will result from the action of the 
Tyrone County Council.

The hundred and first show under the 

auspices of the Iverk Farming Society was 
held to-day in Bessborough demesne (by kind 
permission of the Earl of Bessborough), and 
was stated to be the most successful in the 
history of the society. 

The shows have been held at Piltown con- 
tinuously since they were established, except 
for a lapse of one year during the troubled 
period in Ireland. It has a record of steady 
advancement, and within the last eight years 
the entries have doubled. As compared with 
last year the entries were up by one hundred, 
of which forty were in the equine section. 
Cattle were slightly up, and sheep showed a 
substantial advance. There was an excep- 
tionally large entry in fruit, while vegetables 
and the home industries sections were very 
liberally patronised. 

The weather was very favourable, and the 
committee were fortunate in having the use 
of the beautiful grounds from the Earl of 
Bessborough. ‘There was a very large attend- 
ance, and the keenest interest was taken in 
the exhibits, and later in the jumping 
contests. 

The committee had made excellent arrange- 
ments, and Mr. William Henebry was a very 
capable and courteous secretary. 

There was a nice selection of animals cal- 
culated to make hunters, and the judges 
stated that there was a very large improve 
ment in colts, especially in the yearling and 
two-year-old classes, and also an improvement 
it mares. The three, four and five-year-olds 
were all good-class animals. The McCalmont 
prize for the best four-year-old mare or 
gelding suitable for hunters or remounts was 
won by Mr. Roger Shanahan, of Ashtown, 
with Kilmac, a lovely bay gelding out of 
Duke of Sparkle by Sterling Duke. Mr. 
Shanahan’s bay gelding Tim Also won first 
place in the five-year-old or upward hunter 
or remount class. Miss Sadlier, Ballydoyle.

Show Boat, a nice 
chestnut, the property of Mr. L Dowley, 
Tybroughney Castle, Carrick-on-Suir, was 
awarded the red rosette in the class for hest 
two-year-old colt or filly.

Lerd Craigavon's “‘undemocratic and un- 
constitutional jolitical pronouncement '” on. 
temperance slain was dealt with in a" 
manifesto upon local option which was iseued 
to the electors of Northern Ireland yesterday 


by the Standing Committee of the Six 
Counties Temperance Conference. 
It declares that the Premier’s recent 


refusal to reform has filled the Churches with 
unfeigned regret and the liquor forces with 
corresponding jubiliation. 

The Premier not only refused the prayer of 
the Churches’ memorial for local option, but 
put his veto on further temperance reform of 
anv kind either in the next, Parliament or 
any other Parliament so Jong as he is Prime 
Minister. 

The manifesto says that there are still 

over 5,000 public-houses in Northern Ireland 
open for. twelve hours a day (four hours 
more than in England or Scotland) for six 
days in the week, and doing the same evil work 
that they always did. The Northern Parlis 
ment has only touched the fringe of the 
drink evil. It has only removed the more 
glaring of the tragic results of the trade. 
_ “Our political leaders are exhausting. their 
ingenuity in efforts to stimulate a revival of 
trade. It is nothing short of tragic that as 
vet they never seem to have seriously con- 
sidered the policv of stemming the annua! 
flood of £4,000,000 to an anti-social trade that 
employs practically no labour. 

“We are convinced that even in the highest 
Government circies there are not a few who, 
if they were free (o give unfettered expres- 
sion tu their opinion, would be)\ found to be 
in favour of local cption. In addition, it is 
impessible to think that. in the face of a 
united and insistent demand for this reform. 
the small liquor group within the Unionist 
ranks would be able for long to dominate 
the policy of the party. Protestant Ulster 
Is not pro-liquor, and ought not and will not 
indefinitely be held in thrall bv the trade. “ 

Tt concludes with an appeal to members of 
selection committees and political organisa- 
fiens to nominate as Parliamentary candidates 
only such as are really representative of the 
intellicence, principles, convictions and 
sobmety of Ulster.

HOW THE NEW ACT IS WORKING. 


In the year 1927, the first year in which 
the provisions of the Dairy Produce Act 
of 1924 were extended to the export of 
butter, the quantity of butter exported 
from the Irish Free State was 585,501 
cwts., value £4,574,414, conipared with the 
export in 1925 of 401,559 cwts., value 
£5,648 ,607. 

Exports in two years have thus increased 
by 183,942 cwts., valued at £925,807. 

There is an increasing demand for Irish 
butter on the English market, and the 
Department of Agriculture is doing every- 


It is recognised that the best way to do 
that is to secure that, as far as possible, 
none but the highest quality creamery 
butter will leave this country. 

THE REGISTRATIONS. 

As a first step in that direction, the 
Dairy Produce Act now makes it impossible 
for any butter to be exported from the 
Kree State except from premises 
registered under the Act. ATT premises in 


tration were received were examined in 
detail, and the proprietors notified of the 
defects to be remedied before registration 
could be granted. The necessary improve- 
ments were, in most cases, carried out, 
with the result that by the 3lst March 
last year 288 premises were registered for 
the export of butter, comprising 2356 
creameries, one manufacturing exporter, 
30 butter factories, and 21 non-imanufac- 
turing exporters. In addition to premises 
on which the manufacture or sale of butter 
is carried on, the Act provides for the 
registration of premises used exclusively 
for the separation of cream. The number 
of such premises®registered up to the ólst 
March, 1927, was 305. 

In the years 1925-26 the Department 
concentrated on a general improvement of 
quality and supply to meet the increasing 
demand, and the results were very gratify- 
ing. Exports in 1926 rose from 401,559 
ewts. to 500.887 cwts., and merchants in 
Great Britain admitted that the general 
standard had become far better in a short 
period than was considered possible. 
Inspectors of the Department were engaged 
in connection with the supervision of 
premises and milk supplies, and other 
matters affecting the dairying industry 


yvenerally. Numerous’ inspections -of 
creameries, separating stations, butter 


factories, etc., were made, and advice and 
technical assistance given when necessary. 
Strict compliance with the provisions of 
the Dairy Produce Act was enforced, and 
notices were served under the Act where 
the condition of cleanliness and order were 
not fulfilled. Proceedings were instituted 
in 685 cases for. infringements of the 
provisions of the Act. Convictions resulted 
in 661 cases, the penalties imposed amount- 
ing to £1,087 9s. 6d., while the moral effect 
of the prosecutions and fines was incalcul- 
able. 


SURPRISE INSPECTIONS. 


One of the: most important duties of the 
inspectors and closely allied to their work 
under the Dairy Produce Act is to assist 
in the systematic and continuous improve- 
ment of the quality, texture and packing 
of dairy produce. The surprise butter 
inspections are an appreciable factor in 
this connection, as the results of the 
inspections indicate where improvement is 
essential. Special attention is paid to 
creameries from which mediocre exhibits 
are received, and the defects noticed in 
manufacture or packing and finish are 
carefully gone into and eliminated as far 
as possible. 

Owing*to the number of premises manu- 
facturing dairy produce in each inspector's 
district, it is not practicable for a detailed 
examination to be made at every visit. 
On some occasions inspectors concentrated 
upon milk supplies, and prosecutions 
followed when unsuitable milk was 
tendered or accepted. On other occasions 
the efficiency of the plant and appliances 
was tested, the processes of manufacture 
were examined, and samples of butter 
were taken for analysis of water content, 
etc. Public markets in which farmers’ 
butter is sold, and premises of persons 
buving such butter for use in butter fac- 
tories. were visited, with very good 
results. - Where dirty butter was offered 
for sale or purchased legal proceedings 
were. instituted. The general effect of 
the system of inspection was to secure a 
higher standard of cleanliness in milk 
siipplies, greater efficiency in methods of 
manufacture, and an ever-increasing 1m- 
provement in the quality of the finished 
product. 
ANALYSIS OF BUTTER. 

On the appointment of an analyst under 
the Dairy Produce Act, arrangements were 
made to have all exhibits analysed for 
water content. Out of a total of 408 
samples analysed 15 were found to contain 
water in excess of the legal limit. This 
deficit, it was found, was mainly due to 
inaccuracy in the balances used for test- 
ing at certain creameries, and steps were 
immediately taken to secure the required 
improvement. For the extensive chemical 
and bacteriological analyses necessary in 
connection with the administration of the 
Act laboratories have been constructed at 
the Department's Butter Testing Station, 
Dublin, and when their equipment is 
fully carried out on the scale contem- 
plated the Butter Testing Station will be 
capable of meeting all possible require- 
ments of the dairying industry in the, 
countey for many years to come. 


TRAINING THE STAFFS. 

Under the agis of the Department, 
courses of training were carried out for 
creamery. managers, creamery butter 
makers, and also short courses of instruc- 
tion for creamery staffs. The Consulta- 
tive Council established under the Act 
held two meetings in the year 1926, and 
discussed points ba out of the ad- 
ministration of the Act, and various 
matters affecting the industry generally. 
Amongst the subjects considered were the 
marking of packages to show the date of 
manufacture of the butter contained

THE SAMPLING OF MILK. 


An important. matter in connection with 
the visiting of creameries and separating 
stations is the administration of the Miik 
and Cream (Caleulation of Price) Order 
which was made in May last. Under this 
Order all premises in which milk or cream 
is received for the manufacture of dairy 
produce must take daily supplies of each 
supplier’s milk or cream and keep thereof. 
The sampling and records will require to 
be checked occasionally in all such 
premises, and frequently in some of them 
in order to make the Order effective. It 
was long realised that one of the great 
difficulties of creamery industry in Ireland 
arose from the fact that no means of 
regulating the location of creameries 
existed, and a state of affairs existed in 
which competition between creameries was 
pushed to an undesirable extent. An 
opportunity arose during the year. 1926-27 
whereby the Government were able to 
arrange for the purchase of the interests 
controlling a considerable number of pro- 
prietary creameries and auxiliaries. The 
total number of creameries and auxiliaries 
at the time was 580, of which approxi- 
mately 400 were the property of the co 
operative societies. The remainder—180— 
were privately owned, 114 of these being 
the property of one firm. The Government 
financed the purchase of the 114, and it is 
now their policy to transfer to co-operative 
societies these creameries and auxiliaries 
whose existence is considerd necessary, and 
to close down those societies which have 


hitherto been in competition with co- 
operative milk societies. Dual overhead 
expenses will be wiped ‘out. Economic 


areas will be assigned to each concern, and 
there should be every prospect of a success- 
ful career for the co-operative societies 
which benefit, and for the farmers who 
will get an enhanced price for their milk. 

The total number of _ registered 
creameries and separating stations has 
increased only slightly (555 on 1st Septem- 
ber, 1928, as compared with 553 on Ist 
May, 1927), but this is due to the fact 
that the opening of new premises in 
various parts of the country is offset by the 
number of redundant premises closed down 
in other places as a result of the Govern- 
ment reorganisation of the industry to get 
rid of uneconomic over-concentration in 
particular districts. 


CONTINUED IMPROVEMENT. 


The number of premises of al! descrip- 
tions at present régistered under the Dairy 
Produce Act is 627, all of which are 
visited several times each year. Public 
butter markets and butter factories not 
registered under the Act are also. inspected 
as often as circumstances permit. Thé 
object of the Department is to secure a 
continuous improvement in the quality of 
creamery butter by stimulating managers 
and proprietors to devote increased atten- 


tion to every detail connected with the 
manufacture, packing and export of 
butter. 


The results of the inspections indicate 
that the improvement which was noticed 
in 1927 was continued in 1928. In 1927 
the results showed that 68 per cent. of 
the exhibits were up to the standard which 
it is proposed te fix for the award of 
the national mark for butter, while in 
1928 the results showed that 90 per cent. 
of the exhibits at the surprise inspections 
at the beginning of the present month were 
up to the nationa] mark standard.

CORK COUNTY COUNCIL’S 
RESOLUTION,

CORK, Thursday. 

At the Cork County Council yesterday a 
resolution was passed, calling for the im- 
mediate release of the political prisoners, and 
demanding, in the interests of peace in Ire- 
land, that the men on the run as a result of 
polit‘eat activities. should be permitted to re- 
turn to their homes unmolested. 

Mr. J. Barry, in moving the resolution, 
said that President Cosgrave, at the signing 
of the Kellozg Peace Pact in Paris, said that 
they were at peace and good-will with all 
men, and, that being so, the Government of 
the Free State should grant amnesty to all 


therein, and to facilitate the examination 
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of large consignments. A conference was 
also arranged between representatives of 
the carrying companies and the dairying 
industry in regard to the provision of iso- 


political prisoners. 

Mr. T. Mullins, T.D. (Fianna Fail), who 
seconded, instanced several prisoners who 
were in jail for nine months and more with- 
out being brought to-trial. 

Mr. J. Daly, T.D. (Government), reminded 
the Council of .Mr. Blythe’s suggestion during 
a Dail debate on the same subject some 
months ago that they would be delighted to 
have these men amongst them, provided they 
became peaceful and law-abiding citizens.

THE SHANNON SCHEMF.

Str,—Dr. McLaughlin’s letter in your 
paper of today’s date criticises somewhat 
severely’ your leading article of the 18th inst. 
on the Sharinon scheme, and a particular 
stress on the statement made by you that 
“the net cost fot the average consumer will 
be considerably more than sixpence per 
unit.” I do not know how districts like 
Greystones will be treated, but, if we are 
dealt with on the same lines as the towns 
mentioned by the Electricity Supply Board, 
my case will be as follows :—

This works out at 7.2 pence per unit. Dr. 
McLaughlin states that the normal lighting 
requirements for houses over £20 valuation 
would be af least 400 units per annum, Í 
do not think that this statement 1s correct. 
Three hundred units or under would, I think, 
be nearer the right figure for tie average 
amount Jr annum. There are a number of 
small houses here—as there are at Foxrock 
and Carrickmines and other places near 
Dublin—the valuation of which is £2 
per annum, and the average number of units 
of electricity used about 160. This would

required before we are in a position to 
express a definite opinion on the economics 
of the Shannon scheme. In the statement 
issued by the Electricity Board on Wednes- 
day it is stated, and vou are asked in the 
Managing Director's letter of Thursday to 
emphasise, (1) that “the Dublin Corperatien 
charge for domestic lighting was 8d. in 1924, 
reduced to Gd. in 1925, and to 4d. in 1927"; 
(2) that ‘it is obviously practically impos- 
tible to reduce it still further, but there 1: 
no reason whatever why it should be im 
creased.”” In the Managing Director's letter 
of Thursday it is further stated (1) “ that the 
price which experts recommend might be 
charged to Dublin for a bulk supply of 
electricity to make the Shannon an economic 
proposition on thetr estimate of consumption 
was .55 pence per unit, and there was no 
reason to day to alter that figure’ 
the actual audited cost of generation by the 
Corporation in 1927 was .96 per unit; (ó) that, 
io put these two figures on a comparable 
basis, .05 must be deducted from the Shannon 
figure, and that the bulk supply cost from 
the Shannon compares with the Corporation 
generation cost in the ratio of .48 to .96 penve 
per unit 

Assuming that the cost of distribution from 
the station to the consumer remains the same 
under Electricity Board and Corporation 
management—and it is a legitimate hope that 
the Board might with increasing output 
reduce this cost—if the cost of electricity to 
the consumer remains at 4d., it would seem, 
on Dr. McLaughlin's own figures, that the 
Shannon Electricity Board were Sntending to 
charge the Dublin consumer .96 pence per 
unit for current which they estimated would 
cost .48, or exactly twice the cost. It would 
seem from ihese two statements that, instead 
of being ‘‘ obviously practically impossible ™ 
to reduce the flat rate below that attained 
hy the existing steam station—namely, 4d.

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BROADCASTING IN THE FREE 


STATE,

Sir,—l have just completed a visit to 


survey the Irish Free State radio business, 
and cannot help but say that the Govern- 
ment cannot be congratulated on the manner 
in which they are dealing with an industry 
which has made such progress in other 
countries. I have recently visited most of 
the important countries on the Continent, 
and, with the. exception, perhaps, of Nor 
way, 1 consider that the Irish Free State 
is the most. backward of all the countries 
In Europe—so far as radio is concerned. | 


appreciate that the “‘ troublesome period ~ 
had a deterrent effect on its otherwise 
natural growth, but, on the other hand, 


it would have been thought that the close 
rroximity to England, with its extensive 
bedsileneting system, would have reflected a 
similar progress in the Free State. It has 
not, however; and the Government are at 
fault for their lack of foresight in not 
fostering an industry which has such a large 
entertaining value to the nation, apart from 
its high value as an educational and pro- 
pagandist medium. 

the Free State requires all the advertise- 
ment it can obtain, and continual broad- 
casting by a station constantly brings the 
country of origin before the buying public 
in other countries in Europe. The best 
advertisement that England has at the 
present time is Daventry, because practically 
every hotel in Europe ‘‘tunes in” to 
Daventry every day, and the wireless dealers 
on the Continent test their receivers and loud 
speakers on broadcasting from Daventry. 

In my opinion there are two ways in 
which the Government can foster the radio 
industry—first, by drastic reduction of the 
duty. The present duty sets the price of 
receivers and speakers far too high for the 
working people to be able to purchase. ‘The 
duty at present is simply a heavy tax on 
the Irish people, because it does not have 
the desired effect of making firms manufac- 
ture the parts in the Free State, and thereby 
create employment. The Free State market, 
with such a comparatively small population, 
does not justify the expense of putting up 
radio factories. It is quite different to the 
case of tobacco, which has a wide market 
and heavy daily consumption. Practically 
all radio products have to be imported into 
the Free State, and this practice is likely 
to remain in operation for some years to 
come. By reducing the duty to, say, 10% 
the Government would probably get a larger 
yield, as more radio would be imported, as 
the cheaper prices would considerably in- 
crease the sales. If the Government. will 
make inquiries from both the wholesale and 
retail radio dealers and the public, they 
will find that no one thinks the duty is 
benefiting either the industry or the 
country. 

My second suggestion for fostering the 
radio industry, and thereby bringing it into 
line with progress elsewhere, is that Dublin 
should broadcast throughout the whole of 
the day, from 11 o'clock onwards. Surely 
it is possible, for Dublin to relay Daventry, 
Paris or some other well-known. station 
during the morning and afternoon, until 
6 p.m., when their own programme would be 
pa on the air. If they do this, they will 
ve amply repaid by the large increase in the 
number of licences. There is no need to 
wait for the new high-power station. This 
suggestion could be put into operation in a 
very short time—in fact, in time for the 
coming season.

THE BOARD MEETING. 


WELCOMED TO DONEGAL, 

The Board meeting was held in Rosapenna 
Hotel, where the members stayed the previous 
night, and in the evening the party were the 
guests of the Earl ot Leitrim. Mr. J. C. 
Foley presided at the meeting. 

The Far! of Leitrim heartily welcomed the 
members on their visit to that, the” most 
northern county in Ireland, He said that he 
was glad that the meeting was such a repre- 
sentative one, and as many of them were pay- 
ing a first visit to Donegal he felt that they 
would return convinced that they had made 
a mistake in not coming there before. '.' See 
Ireland first ’’ was a non of the Associa- 
lion, but he thonght that there were many 
people in Ireland who did not know their 
country sufficiently well. It was of com- 
paratively recent years that, for the first 
time, he toured the coast line and saw the 
beautiful places with which it abounded. He 
thought that they would admit that Donegal, 
and particularly the district peceoend 
Rosapenna, was delightful indeed. (Applause. 

The Chairman thanked Lord Leitrim for his 
hearty welcome, and said that they were all 
charmed with the scenic perfection of the dis- 
trict. (Applause.) 

DELEGATES’ EXPENSES. 7 

Mr. Simon Walton (Kilkenny) raised the 
question of the payment of the expenses of 
delegates attending meetings of the Board of 
the Association. He said that his Council 
had proposed a resolution suggesting that 
such delegates should have their out-of- 
parent expenses paid by the Association, and 
ve did not think it fair that delegates com- 
ing from a distance should be expected to 
pay their hotel and other expenses out of 
their pockets. 

The Chairman said that the difficulty in 
regard to paying out-of-pocket expenses was 
that out of every £250 contributed by 
Councils. £225 had to be spent on publicity, 
leaving only £25 for administrative expenses. 
Personally he was in agreement with Mr. 
Walton, and he suggested that an expression 
of opinion that payment of out-of-pocket ex- 
penses should be allowed should be forwarded 
to the Finance Committee. 

Mr. J. Mongan, T.D., said that delegates 
had attended to the affairs of the Association 
for years without remuneration, and he did 
not think that they should expect payment 
now 

After a discussion it was agreed, Mr. 
Morgan dissenting, to refer the matter to the 
Finance Committee. 

THE TRAINING OF CHEFS. 

The Board considered a letter which was 
received from the Principal of the Technical 
Schools; Dublin, stating that owing to the 
success of the scheme that had been inaugu- 
rated last year for the training of chefs and 
waiters, it was proposed to continue the 
scheme, and also to provide a scheme for 
women cooks. The co-operation of the Asso- 
ciation was sought in finding employment for 
those students when they had completed the 
course. 

The Secretary said that the majority view 
seemed to him to be in favour of employing 
women cooks rather than chefs. He thought 
that they would have no difficulty in placing 
women cooks even ut the end of their ten 
months’ training, but he was doubtful if 
they could find employment for the chefs at 
ihe end of their training. 

The Chairman sad that there was a 
shortage of trained help in the season. .They 
all knew of the excellent training given to 
the students in this particular course in the 
Dublin Technical School, where the boys and 
gitls who were’ being taught this profession 
were able to prepare a lunch that would do 
credit to the best hotel in Dublin, and so far 
as he knew they could not train enough of 
them, because at present, the hest vositions 
as chefs in this country were held: by 
foreigners, who received from £6 to £20 a 
wéek. The project would have the full sup- 
port of the hotel section of the Association 

SHIPPING ACCOMMODATION. 

The “Chairman said that he had received 
many complaints tegarding shipping accom- 
modation for cross-Channel passengers dur 
ing thé past season, and he thought that 
it was well that these complaints should 
he ventilated, becaused it seemed to him that 
if there was better service they would have 
more visitors. He did not know how far 
these complaints were justified, and he dia 
not want to allot any blame to anybody. 
The railway and shipping companies were of 
very great practical assistance to the Asso- 
ciation in this movement, and he knew that 
they were whole-heartedly in support of it, 
and any deficiencies this season, ‘perhaps, 
were to be excused, because there had been a 
very substantial increase in their’ tourist 
traffic this year. 

He mentioned the matter with a view to 
bringing pressure to bear on the transport 
companies, so that there would be no grounds 
fer complaints of this nature next season or 
afterwards. 


The Chairman also said that he thought 
that the attention of the Great Southern 
Railways Company should be drawn to the 
necessity for providing better rolling stock 


for passengers arriving at Dun Laoghaire. It 
was essential that visitors should get a good 
impression when they reached Ireland, and 
good carriages would help to that end. 


INSPECTION OF HOTELS. 

The Secretary submitted the report of Miss 
Dempsey on the inspection of hotels. Miss 
Dempsey had visited about 250 hotels and 
houses, and they had thus an accurate census 
of the merits and demerits of practically the 
whole tourist district of Ireland. As a result 
of her inspection, a number of the hotels had 
made considerable improvements already. 

Satisfaction was expressed with the report, 
and. it was decided to. continue iss 
Dempsey’s services during the winter months. 

Mrs. Maud Walsh drew attention to. the 
unappelising manner in which afternoon tea 
was served in TIreland, and mentioned 
instances where three, four and. five different 
sorts of articles were served; not one 
of which was in the least. appetising. 
She suggested that Miss Dempsey choad 
make a speciality of giving instruction in the 
making of afternoon tea. 

The Chairman said that the matter would 
be kept in mind. 

HALF-YEAR’'S ACTIVITIES. 

Mr. J. P. O'Brien, Secretary, in a' report 
of the activities of the Association during the 
first half of the financial year, stated that 
while the revenue from public bodies had 
increased appreciably this year. the position 
of their subscription revenue did not show 
any appreciable improvement. It was hoped 
within the last six months of the year to 
make a determined effort to alter this posi- 
tion. Increased activity in Treland would he

Prince Max describes in graphic 
fashion the ‘stupendous drama thaí 
followed. Ludendorff, the man of. iron, lost 
his nerve. Suddenly he announced to a 
stupefied Government that nothing but 
an immediate. armistice could save his 
Prince Max, who was chosen as 
the instrument of surrender, pleaded for 
time to try to save the situation -by. diple- 
matic means; but Ludendorff became 
almost hysterical, and even the stolid 
Hindenburg demanded an instant stoppage 
of the war.

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MR. T. H. MAXWELL, K.C, 


His many friends at the Irish Bar will 
régret to learn that Mr. Thomas Henry 
Maxwell, K.C., ty Recorder of Belfast. 
‘died suddenly at his residence, 108 Balmoral 
avenue, Belfast. on Wednesday evening last. 
Mr. Maxwell had been suffering from an 
affection of the heart. During Wednesday 
afternoon he had been out and appeared to be 
in his usual health. On returning home, 
however, he, collapsed, and within two hours 
he died. 
'. Mr. Maxwell was born in Dublin, where his 
father. Mr..J. A. Maxwell, was manager of 
the Royal Bank, Sackville street branch, He 
graduated with distinction in Dublin ,Univer- 
sity, and was called to the Bar in 1886, and 
joined the/ North-West Circuit. His charm 
of manner and his musical and literary gifts 
made him very popular with his professional 
colleagues). A man of exatt and scholarly 
mind, he soon was recognised as a sound 
lawyer, On many occasion he acted as 
Revising Barrister in various parts of Ireland. 
Mr. Maxwell took silk in 1918. When the 
Government of Northern Ireland was estab- 
lished Mr. Maxwell became Senior Crown 
Prosecutor for the Counties of Londonderry 
and Tyrone. The Lord Chief Justice (the 
Right Hon. William Moore) in 1925 appointed 
Mr. -Maxwell as his private secretary, and in 
recent months he had served as deputy for 
County Coutt Judges Thompson and Bates. 
Mr. Maxwell had been secretary of the North- 
West Circuit. When in Dublin he was editor 
of the “- Irish’ Law Reports.” and, on settling 
in the North. he ‘edited the “Northern 
Ireland Law Reports.” 

Mr. Maxwell was a member oí the Church 
of Ireland, and had acted as bishop s asseseor 
at various Synod meetings. For many years 
he had been standing counsel for the Com- 
missioners of Charitable Donations and 
Bequests. His kindly disposition led him to 
assist on many charities, in social welfare and 
in hospital work. His musical tastes were 
‘shown in Dublin as a member of the Trinity 
College Choral Society, and in Belfast as a 
patron of the Philharmonic Society. 

COURT REFERENCES. 

Judge Thompson. at the sitting of the 
Belfast Recorder’s Court vesterday, said that 
the Court. had sustained a heavy loss in Mr. 
Maxwell’s' death. During his long career at 
the Bar no one did more for the general good 
of ‘the profession than Henry Maxwell. If 
| anything was to be done needing enthusiasm, 
careful organisation, accuracy in detailed work, 
Henry Maxwell was the man to do it. Such

SIGNIFICANCE “OF FREE 
STATE FIGURES, 

Seen vesterday by a representative of the 
Irish Times, Mr. F. T. Wood, Managing

Women in Industry.

were almost 100,000 more women than in 
the 1907 census. This represents an 
increase of almost 150 per cent., and 
suggests that the. main increase in the 
number of women engaged in industry 1s 
due to the wav in which they have taken 
of recent years to clerical and adminis 
trative work.

HE so-called. voluntary hospitals for 


the treatment of the sick poor have . 


‘potlong existed’ as a part of the established 
order that many citizens fail to realise the 


perplexities and anxieties which beset — 


those who have made themselves respon. 
sible for the obtaining of the wherewith«! 
for the maintetiarice of these institutions. 
Even in the spacious days before the war, 
when, as Mr. Lloyd George told us, there 
was plenty of money, the..goveruors of 
hospitals had constant. difficulties, and, 
even in those days, unthinking members 


of the parsimony which they fancied to 
exist in connection with hospital ‘services. 
Such complainants apparently thought, 
and, so far as they now_exist, stil] think, 
that hospital funds, 
Treasury, ate reservoirs of money, and 
that it is only the meamiuess of those con. 
cerned with the administration of such 
funds that prevents every demand from 
being immediately granted. In short, 
they fail to realise that fhe reason why 
hospitals cannot provide better services is 
latgely the fact that they themselves have 
not done their part in providing the neces. 
sary means. s 

Since the war the troubles of hospital 
management have been increased at least 
two-fold, owing to the increased wages bill 
and the generally ihcteased cost. of ‘tom- 
modities, while in Ireland. a. special 
difficulty has arisen owing to.the flight tv 
other climes of many who had acquired 
the habit of ‘subscribing liberally to~ the 
hospitals. The worst crisis is now 
probably over, and if. seems likely.that our 
hospitals will be able to carry on; but 
-debts~are again accumulating, and néw 
sources of revenue must be found if some, 
at least, of the services are not to be 
clrrtailed. 


STRIKING POINTS. 

For the purpose of the present inguiry 
the balance-sheets of five hospitals; repre- 
senting a total of about six hundred beds. 
have been analysed for the. two quih- 
quennia) periods 1909-13 and’ 1922-'26 
respectively.. No-attempt at. completeness

Expenditure ;—-The total expenditure 
of the five hospitals, for the first of these 
twe periods was just over 
for the latter period was £367,000—a 
difference of £175,000. Stated otherwise, 
we see that it was nevessary to' obtain an 
annual sum of £38,000 for the maintenance 
of these six hundred beds in the pre-war 
period, as compared with £73,000-in the 
post-war period. Nw details concerning 
expenditure need be given, but in answer 
to possible criticism it ray be stated that 
a portion of the sums named in each 
period was employed in new construction 
and in additiows to existing buildings. 
With the advanee of medical ‘science, 
however, modifications of existing strur- 
tures are repeatedly required ; and so any 
sum thus spent may be regarded as falling 
under the heading of ordinary expenditure. 

It may be asked whether there is any 
evidence of a decline in expenditure since 
1922. A comparison of the actual] expendi- 
ture for the year 1922 with that of 1926 
shows that there is not. In the first of 
these vears the.expenditure was .in fact, 
a few hundred pounds less than in 1926. 


POST-WAR EXPENDITURE. 


Iticome:—In considering income we 
want specially to consider the way in 
| which the additional expenditure in the 
post-war period has been met. In short, 
it is ‘important.to know that the £175,000 
referred to above has: beew obtained, .. lt 
is impossible fo deal with every source of 
income, and, in consequence, only three 
‘Important sources will be considered— 
namely, .pay-patients, subscriptions and 
dividends from invested funds. It may be 
added, however, that the grants made by 
the Hospital Sunday Fund, by the Cor- 
poration of Dublin, and by ether. town- 
ships,. and the payments made to some 
hospitals. for special services, are much 
valued by. all hospital secretaries, owing 
to the fact that the amounts derived from 
these sources can be fairly definitely 
counted: upon: ; 

(a) Pay-Patients:—The very briefest 
survey shows at once that the income 
derived from pay-patients has been largely 
dhe .means of preventing the. hospitals 
from passing into a state of bankruptcy. 
In the years 1909-13, inclusive, the total 
income from pay-patients amounted to 
only £10,315, wliile in the years 1922-'26 
no less a sum than £120,258 was. obtained 
from this source. This is a fact that the 


public should fully realise.. Hospital. 


Pabuse: has practically disappeared in the 


old sense of the word, while in its place 
there is-a tendency for a new abuse te 
arise. That abuse consists of the fact that 
at times there is difficulty in securing. the 
admission’ of a patient: who is unable to 
pay something for his or her maintenance 
This abuse is economically unsound ; for 
it is perfectly obvious that a sick person, 
dependent only on insurance money... may 
at times ‘be compelled: either to leave his 
family to starve or to refrain from seeking 
hospital treatment. : 


PATIENTS AND THE STAFF. 


It must also be remembered that it was 
for this very class that the hospitals wore 


originally founded; amd that it is to help 


such people that voluntary subscripfions 
are forthcoming. Moreover. the establish- 
ment of a class of pay-patients in public 
hospitals hasgradually led to a change in 
the relation of hospital patients to tha 
staff of the hospital. Formerly no 
member of a hospital staff received any 


‘payment from patients treated by him ‘in 


a public hospital. Now in some hospitals 
it is aecepted that members of the staff 


may take. moderate. fees from patients 
paying for their maintenance.. Looking 
ahead, it seems likely, indeed, that 


isolated private nursing homes will tend to 
disappear, and that in their place private 
wings will be attached to the publie 
hospitals.

The in- 
credse is, perhaps, due in part to special 
appeals, but special appeals are among 
the recognised methods of obtaining 


hospital funds. Those hospitals that have 


undertaken special appeals, of course, 
show the result of ‘such in their balance- 
sheéts,. while those that have abstained 
shéw a decline in their subscription list. 
(c) Ditidends :—Only a trained auditor 
could give an accurate account of the 
income. derived from invested funds, as 
some of these funds are specifically ear- 
marked for special purposes. It may, 
however, be stated at once that, although 
ene among the five hospitals under con- 
sideration’ has apparently been compelled 
fo sell a portion of its securities in order 
to pay its overdraft, the total income 
from dividends has. increased by about 
£1,000 per annum. In 1909134 the 
average annual income was. just - under 
£9,000; in the latter period it was just 
éver £10,000. In other words, investments 
‘roust have increasedj,in the interval by 
‘about £20,000. This fact is, ofcourse, 
“highly satisiactory, but at the, same. time 
“9t must be realised. that, even if this 
“a was expended immediately for the 
“phTposé of wiping out debts, it could only 
be regarded as a temporary expedient. 


NOT TOO MANY BEDS. 


Finally, the actual present position may 
be Conéidered. The combined overdraft of 
thése hospitals at the beginning of the 
present year amounted to just over 

. £40,000; but, on the other hand, the 
actual additional debt incurred during 
1927 was less than during previous years. 
It seems likely, in fact, that, if the over- 
draft could be wiped out, these hospitals 
could carry on satisfactorily on the 


present basis, and would be able, at any- 


rate approximately, to balance “their 
budgets. “The accumulated » however, 


is pressing heavily and requires a con- 


siderable sum yearly in interést, and it 
must be-admitted at once that there,does 
not Se any immediate prospect 


of reducing it to any extent.’

The present writer is not prepared to 
offertany solution of the hospital problem, 
but he hopes that the presentation of the 
facts in the above simple form may pro- 
voke a. more general discussion and 
interest in the matter than has been 
evident recently.

CARLISLE AS AIR BASE. 


MINISTRY’S SUGGESTION

A letter had been received from the Air 
Ministry pointing out that Carlisle would 
appear to be well situated to serve as a 
centre for aeroplane traffic, lying as it did 
on a direct route which would probably be 
taken by aircraft between London and 
Glasgow.

NEARLY 150 YEARS AGO. 
CHARTER GRANTED BY IRISH 


PARLIAMENT. ~ 


The Governor, Captain A. R. 8. Nut- 
ting, who presided, proposed a resolution 
approving of the bill to amend the 
Charter of the Bank of Ireland, and to 
eonfer further powers. on the Governor 
and Company, and authorising the 


have the bill passed into law. 

“The cbiect of this bill,” said the 
Governor, ‘‘is primarily to bring the 
Charter under which the Bank of Ireland 
is incorporated into more modern form, 
and more in keeping with modern business 
banking requirements. The Charter under 
which the Bank of Ireland functions was 
granted in the time of George IIT. by an 
Irish Parliament in the year 1781. Since 
that time, now very nearly 150 years ago, 
certain enactments of various kinds and 
character have been. introduced, . modify- 
ing and extending certain provisions of 
certain Acts in the original Charter. 
These Acts and modifications were, of 
course, largely Acts of the Imperial Par- 
liament, 

‘You will all appreciate that, during 
this time, there have been many and 
varied changes in banking. The bill, 
therefore, which this meeting is being 
asked to approve of to-day has as its 
real object the conferring of the same 
powers and privileges upon the Bank of 
Ireland as are possessed by other banks 
who are operating under modern and up- 
to-date legislation. 

I feel, therefore, that the proposed 
bill will have the hearty approval of our 
proprietors, and, if approved, it will then 
he,submitted for confirmation as a special 
resolution to a “séond extraordinary 


at a subsequent date.” 

Mr. Henry J. Millar, Deputy Governor,

SHAREHOLDER’S ADVICE. 

Mr. P. H. Grierson, shareholder, 
thought.that it was quite true the directors 
Should make such a move, because since 
the Charter was granted business methods 
had changed in a way that had never been 
expected at the time of the granting of the 
Charter.
